ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  City  of  Pietermaritzburg,  for  the  calendar 
year  1962. 

Infectious  disease  figures  were  a  little  higher  than  last  year 
but  there  were  no  major  outbreaks  of  epidemic  disease.  Tuberculosis 
showed  an  increase  in  all  races,  particularly  the  Bantu,  and  more  than 
accounted  for  the  higher  total  for  notifiable  infectious  diseases  registered 
this  year.  No  Poliomyelitis  cases  occurred  at  all  this  year  and  we  con- 
timed  with  oral  vaccination  right  throughout  the  year. 

Infantile  Mortality  rose  slightly  in  Europeans  and  Coloureds,  but 
improved  in  Asiatics.  The  Death  rate  was  practically  unchanged  in  Europeans, 
improved  a  little  in  the  Coloureds,  but  was  higher  in  Asiatics.  Individual 
lisease  death  rates  showed  no  dramatic  changes  in  all  the  races  this  year,  but 
the  Bantu  death  registration  was  obviously  inadequate  and  no  conclusions  can 
be  drawn  from  these  figures.  Birth  rates  were  a  little  higher  in  all  races. 

Further  Positive  cases  of  Rabies  were  found  in  the  dog  population  in 
Pietermaritzburg  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  but  none  subsequently.  No  human 
sases  occurred. 

No  further  Council  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  but  planning 
commenced  for  a  further  234  ’economic’  houses  for  Asiatics  and  108  ’economic* 
louses  for  Coloureds. 

A  new  Non-European  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  was  built  in  Boom  Street. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Staff  for  the 
high  level  of  efficiency  maintained  in  the  Department  throughout  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
readily  given  to  me  at  all  times  by  the  Mayor,  the  Chairman  and  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  of  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  various 
Municipal  Heads  of  Departments.

DEATHS  s  (Pages  5-7)  . 

Death  rates  were  unchanged  for  Europeans,  were  lower  for  Coloureds, 
and  raised  for  Asiatics.  The  Bantu  figures  were  inadequate  and 
cannot  be  relied  upon. 

The  death  rate  for  all  races  was  6.7,  as  compared  with  7.3  last  year, 
but  because  of  inadequate  Bantu  registration,  this  figure  is  unreliable. 

The  following  figures  indicate  the  percentage  of  deaths  occurring  below 
the  age  of  45  in  the  various  races s-

These  figures  once  again  show  how  much  better  the  expectation  of  life 
is  for  Europeans  than  for  Non-Europeans .  The  table  on  page  7  also  indicates 
that  Cardiac  and  Circulatory  System  disease  far  outweighs  all  other  causes  of 
death  amonst  Europeans,  Asiatics  and  Coloureds,  whilst  Respiratory  Diseases 
were  the  main  cause  of  death  in  Bantu.

No  cases  notified. 

1  Bantu  male  case  was  reported  this  year.  This  case  was 
considered  clinically  to  be  definitely  a  case  of  Smallpox 
and  localised  vaccination  at  his  place  of  residence  and 
work  was  carried  out  and  at  the  same  time  a  general  vacci¬ 
nation  campaign  was  embarked  on.  The  source  of  infection 
could  not  be  traced  and  no  secondary  cases  occurred  and 
Virological  and  blood  complement  fixation  examinations 
carried  out  by  the  S.A.I.M.R.,  Johannesburg  in  this  patient 
were  all  negative. 

VACCINATION. 

Every  Bantu  registering  at  the  Municipal  Pass  Office  is 
vaccinated  when  he  is  medically  examined.  (See  page  23) . 

In  addition, vaccination  of  infants  (all  races)  has  been 
carried  out  at  the  Municipal  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  and  adults 
applying  to  the  Public  Health  Department  are  also  vaccinated.

With  the  Miniature  X-Ray  plant  available,  contact  examination  at  the 
T.B.  Clinic  has  been  reduced  considerably,  as  a  routine  Miniature  X-Ray  of  all 
contacts  old  enough  is  now  taken  and  only  when  abnormalities  are  noted  are  the 
contacts  referred  for  closer  investigation  at  the  Clinic,  Routine  follow-up 
X-Rays  of  T.B.  Patients  at  the  Clinics  and  our  hospitals  are  to  a  large  extent 
being  done  by  this  Miniature  plant  with  an  occasional  large  plate  for  confirma¬ 
tion. 


All  Bantu  passing  through  the  Municipal  Registration  Medical 
Examination  have  a  Miniature  X-Ray  as  a  routine.

Out-Patient  continuation  treatment  with  Oral  Anti-Tuberculosis  drugs 
has  been  used  for  patients  discharged  from  hospital.  Patients  for  whom  no  bed 
can  be  found  in  hospital  are  also  started  on  treatment  until  beds  become  available, 
and  some  cases  are  maintained  on  Out-Patient  treatment  alone.  Most  local  cases 
are  able  to  commence  treatment  with  a  period  of  hospitalisation. 

During  the  year  3  European,  39  Bantu,  5  Coloured  and  10  Asiatic 
patients  received  regular  Streptomycin  injections  at  the  4  special  clinic 
sessions  (2  in  town  and  2  at  the  Sobantu  Village)  held  per  week  for  this  purpose.

Approval  is  now  being  sought  for  the  building  of  a  new  Clinic 
adjoining  the  recently  built  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  building  in  Boom  Street. 

This  site  is  directly  opposite  the  Provincial  Non-European  Out-Patient  Clinic 
(Bantu  and  Asiatics),  and  the  clinic  is  designed  to  be  used  both  for  Tubercu¬ 
losis  and  Venereal  Diseases  sessions.  It  has  been  designed  so  that  separate 
Hale  and  Female  sections  can  be  used  concurrently*  so  that  Hale  and  Female 
V.D.  sessions  can  be  conducted  at  the  same  time*  but  separately*  thus  using 
the  same  staff  more  fully.  It  will  permit  the  holding  of  a  second  male  clinic 
session  each  week.

No  cases  of  Plague  occurred  during  the  year.  Regular  inspection 
of  new  shops  and  warehouses  in  the  course  of  erection  has  been  carried  cut 
and  their  rodent-proofing  has  been  supervised.  No  rodent  work  has  been 
carried  cut  on  commonage*  but  the  rodent-proofing  of  existing  infested  premises 
has  been  dealt  with  intensively.  A  single  Departmental  Rodent  Officer  devotes 
all  his  time  to  anti-rodent  measures*  rodent-proofing*  trapping  and  poisoning 
(with  Zinc  Phosphide  and  also  with  Warfarin  -  Pivalyl  Liquid  Rodent icide ) . 
Cyanogas  pumping  is  also  employed.

(6)  RABIES: 

Further  positive  cases  of  Rabies  were  found  in  dogs  in  Pietermaritzburg 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  but  not  subsequently.  Natal,  however,  is  nob 
clear  of  infection  yet  and  the  Veterinary  restrictions  and  compulsory  inoculation 
of  dogs  is  still  in  force  in  Pietermaritzburg.  No  human  cases  of  Rabies  have 
occurred  in  Pietermaritzburg. 

(7)  OTHER  C  QM1JNIC  ABLE  DISEASES; 

(I)  malaria 

Control  by  spotting  of  larvae  and  spraying  of  selected  breeding 
spots  has  again  been  carried  out  in  the  Borough.  No  malarial  mosquito 
vectors  were  discovered  inside  the  Borough  and  no  new  infections  of  malaria 
occurred  within  the  Borough.  No  imported  cases  of  malaria  were  notified. 

Permanent  work  on  the  'Malarial*  drains  was  continued  in  the  off 

season. 


Spraying  was  carried  out  to  keep  down  the  Anopheline  population  in 
known  breeding  areas  and  to  deal  with  Culicine  breeding  which  was  causing  a 
nuisance,  D.D.T.  suspension  being  used  with  satisfactory  results. 

(II)  BILHABZIA 


Regular  surveys  were  carried  out  for  the  identification  of  snails. 
Copper  Sulphate  was  used  for  the  treatment  of  streams  where  Physopsis  Africans 
were  identified  with  a  resultant  rapid  and  considerable  reduction  in  the  number 
of  snails  found,  treatment  being  repeated  at  2  monthly  intervals.

This  disease  was  moderately  prevalent  in  both  European  and  Non- 
European  children  during  the  year,  19  cases  being  admitted  to  the  Isolation 
Hospitals. 

(V)  MEASLES 


This  disease  was  very  prevalent  in  school  children  this  year. 

44  European  and  10  Non-European  Borough  cases  being  admitted  to  the 
Isolation  Hospitals,  1  Asiatic  death  was  recorded  from  this  disease. 

(Vi)  GERMAN  MEASLES  was  fairly  moderately  prevalent  this  year.  10 
European  cases  and  1  Coloured  case  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospitals. 

(VII)  CHICKEN  POX 

This  disease  was  not  very  prevalent,  13  European  and  10  Non- 
European  cases  being  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospitals,

This  disease  was  prevalent  during  the  year,  and  no  deaths  were  reported. 
Immunisation  was  carried  out  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics,  using  a  combined

(IX)  INFLUENZA: 

Influenza  was  very  prevalent  in  the  City  during  the  winter  months 
June  and  July,  It  did  not,  however,  reach  serious  epidemic  proportions  and 
did  not  cause  any  serious  dislocation  of  services.  There  were  3  European 
deaths  and  1  Coloured  death  from  the  disease,  as  compared  with  last  year’s 
nil  figure. 


(8)  WATER  SUPPLY.  (See  page  56). 

The  water  supply  of  Pietermaritzburg  is  under  the  control  of  the  City 
Engineer’s  Department.  It  is  derived  from  streams  coming  from  hilly  country 
lying  to  the  west  of  the  town.  From  the  Storage  Dam  at  Henley/  the  water  is 
piped,  to  the  Purification  Works,  where  it  is  treated  with  Aluminium.  Sulphate 
before  filtration.  After  filtration  the  water  is  sterilised  with  Chloramine 


before 


being 


distributed  to  the  8  storage  reservoirs. 


The  supply  from  the  Purification  Works  and  each  of  the  service  reser¬ 
voirs  has  been  bacteriologically  examined  each  week  by  the  bio-chemist  in 
charge  of  the  Purification  Works.  All  employees  at  the  Purification  Works  are 
Vi-tested  and  immunised  against  Typhoid  Fever  at  the  same  time.  No  water-borne 
outbreaks  of  disease  have  occurred  during  the  year.  Regular  bacteriological 
sampling  of  swimming  bath  waters  has  also  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year, 
and  samples  of  well  and  tank  waters  have  also  been  examined.  It  has  been  found 
that  the  Pietermaritzburg  water  supply  contains  no  fluorine. 

The  total  storage  capacitj?-  of  the  Henley  Dam  is  1,420  million  gallons 
providing  an  assured  daily  yield  of  8-|-  million  gallons.  The  present  consumption 
in  Pietermaritzburg  is  approximately  5*7  million  gals,  per  day. 


(9)  NIGHTS  OIL*  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  administration  of  this  work  is  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Engineer. 
The  greater  part  of  the  Town  and  Suburbs  is  served  by  water-borne  sewerage, 
although  the  conservancy  system  is  still  in  use  in  certain  outlying  areas. 
Disposal  is  on  the  sewerage  farm  about  3  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  Town. 

The  City  Council  acquired  adjoining  land,  in  order  to  extend  the  area  available 
for  sewerage  disposal,  and  a  modern  filtration  plant  was  completed  in  1956.

The  milk  simply  has  been  carefully  controlled  throughout  the  year. 

It  was  derived  from  41  producer-distributors,  11  in  the  Borough, and  30  Out- 
of-Borough,  and  81  producers,  2  Borough  and  79  Out-of-Borough,  who  send  their 
milk  to  two  pasteurisation  plants  in  the  Borough,  from  where  it  is  distributed 
after  pasteurisation.

examination,  thus  reaching  laboratory  the  same  day  as  taken. 


551  Vi-test s  were  done  on  dairy  employees;  1  was  found  positive  and 
3  were  check  retested,  but  finally  found  to  be  positive.  452  Dairy  personnel 
(l  Eur,,  428  Bantu  and  23  Asiatics)  were  immunised  against  Typhoid  Fever,  704 
inoculations  being  given.

Prematurity,  Diarrhoea  and  Enteri¬ 
tis  and  Broncho-Pneumonia  were  again  the  chief  causes  of  Non-European  Infantile 
Mortality. 


This  Department  continued  to  supply  milk  to  necessitous  infants  up 
to  the  a^e  of  2  years,  and  also  to  a  small  number  of  children  below  the  age 
of  5.

Diphtheria  and  Poliomyelitis  immunisation  was  continued  as  one  of 
the  important  activities  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics.

Asiatic  1146),  as  compared  with  2019  last  year.

Infant  Welfare.  Clinics . 

A  new  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  building  for  Non-Europeans  was  built 
for  this  Department  in  Boom  Street  by  the  City  Engineer’s  Department  at  a 
completed  cost  of  Rl5, 763-00.  This  building  provides  adequate  room  for 

Clinics  for  all  3  Non-European  races  and  special  provision  has  also  been 
made  for  Immunisation.  It  was  found  to  be  most  useful  for  the  emergency 
Smallpox  vaccination  campaign  conducted  this  year.  This  clinic  is  almost 
exactly  the  same  design  as  the  clinic  built  last  year  for  Asiatics  in  the 
new  Northdale  Housing  development,  A  much  smaller  clinic  was  also  built 
last  year  for  Coloureds  in  the  new  municipal  housing  scheme  at  Woodlands.

The  Midwifery  Training  School  at  Grey’s  Hospital  provides  midwifery 
services  for  Europeans,  Coloureds  and  Asiatics  in  the  wards  of  Grey’s  Hospital, 
and  district  Midwifery  Services  in  Pietermaritzburg  for  Europeans,  Coloureds 
and  Asiatics.  In  addition,  Ante-Natal  Clinic  Services  for  these  races  are 

provided. 

A  new  regular  weekly  Ante-Natal  Clinic  session  has  been  commenced 
in  Northdale,  the  Asiatic  Municipal  Housing  Scheme,  in  the  Infant  Welfare 
Clinic  building  recently  built  b3r  the  City  Council.

(l)  HOUSING. 


The  City  Council  built  1  dwelling  only  for  iiiuropean  occupation. 

Powers  under  the  Borough  By-Laws  have  been  exercised  sparingly  in 
dealing  with  insanitary  dwellings,  owing  to  the  acute  Non-European  housing 
shortage.  21  Dwelling's  were  condemned  for  demolition  under  Public  Health 
By-Law  17,  20  of  these  being  demolished  by  the  end  of  the  period  under  review, 
and  41  dwellings  were  voluntarily  demolished  mostly  to  make  way  for  new  buildings.

New  Buildings . 

The  City  Engineer  reports  that  49  dwellings  and  26  flats  (2  blocks) 
were  completed  for  Europeans,  91  flats  (7  blocks)  for  Asiatics,  and.  35  dwellings 
were  built  for  Non-Europeans  (13  Coloureds  and  22  Asiatics).  These  dwellings 
were  provided  by  private  enterprise. 

(2 )  HOUSING  , OF  BANTU.  BANTU  OR  ASIATIC  LOCATIONS  CR  BARRACKS . 

The  Pietermaritzburg  Sobantu  Village,  situated  about  3  miles  from  the 
centre  of  Town  now  contains  1,091  occupied  houses  and  various  public  buildings, 
with  an  estimated  population  of  10,000.  Water  is  supplied  partly  by  individual 
house  reticulation  and  partly  by  communal  standpipes  from  the  Corporation  Water 
Supply.  Sanitation  is  by  water-borne  sewerage,  separate  for  each  house,  except 
for  a  small  low-lying  section  of  the  Village  which  is  still  served  by  the  pail 
system.  Communal  ablution  blocks  and  laundries  are  provided.  Provision  for 
hot  baths  at  a  small  charge  has  been  made  in  the.  recently  constructed  ablution 
blocks,  and  this  has  proved  very  popular. 

Although  there  is  still  room  for  expansion  available  at  the  Sobantu 
Village,  the  Government  will  not  permit  the  extension  of  this  scheme  and  the 
Economic  Houses  constructed  6  years  ago  are  the  last  houses  to  be  built  at  this 
Village.  All  the  houses  at  the  Sobantu  Village  have  been  built  by  Bantu  labour, 
under  European  supervision.  The  Council  has  under  cons idera.t ion  a  scheme  for  a 
new  Bantu  Village  at  Slangspruit,  and  while  negotiations  are  proceeding  in  this 
matter,  the  Sobantu  Village  is  bulging  at  its  seams.  Its  population  is  steadily 
increasing,  the  present  estimate  of  10,000  comparing  with  a  figure  of  9,000  two 
years  ago. 


There  are  three  Corporation  Hostels  for  single  Bantu.  For  Males 
there  is  a  newly  extended  East  Street  Hostel  (and  annexes)  now  housing  2,300 
Bantu,  and  the  Qrtman  Road  Hostel  with  a  capacity  of  103.  The  Women's  Hostel 
in  Church  Street  houses  430  women,  and  an  additional  Women's  Hostel  housing  200 
Bantu  has  been  established  at  Qribi  to  serve  the  Government  Village  mainly. 
These  Hostels  are  under  the  control  of  the  Department  of  Bantu  Administration, 
and  two  European  Superintendents  are  employed.  The  scheme  for  a  new  Women's 
Hostel  to  house  over  700  has  been  shelved  owing  to  the  very  high  tender  figures 
received  when  the  contract  was  offered.  639  Temporal  licences  were  granted 
during  the  year  to  house  unexempted  Bantu  under  the  Bantu  (Urban  Areas)  Aco, 
pending  the  provision  of  more  accommodation.

(seasonal  labour,  housing  60  Bantu  females). 

City  Engineer’s  Department  -  Sewage  Farm  :  2  (brick)  buildings 

housing  53  Bantu  males. 

About  607°  of  the  Bantu  resident  in  the  Town  live  in  quarters  provided 
on  the  property  of  their  employers.  These  quarters  are  the  subject  of  inspection 
by  this  Department  and  in  general  are  satisfactory. 

Asiatic  Housing . 

The  Corporation  owns  one  compound  housing  farm  workers.  This  compound 
consists  of  26  houses  and  6  rooms,  well  constructed  in  brick,  and  houses  Asiatic 
Labourers,  together  with  their  wives  and  families,  totalling  308  persons. 

The  Council  has  appointed  a  Woman  Housing  Manager,  trained  under  the 
Octavia  Hill  Scheme,  who  operates  under  the  Estates  Manager  in  the  City  Treasurer’s 
Department .
